As a result of the mass meeting: 
held at the city 
building: Monday

The committee held a meeting: a t ;

Mr. Young: was selected a - chairman. 
The members discussed the telephone 
situation and a n 1 gathering: a1! data 
obtainable that can he used in p u t - ; 
ting: up the fight for the subscribers: 
in preventing the increase in rates. I 
It was a unanimous decision of 
the large crowd present at the m ass] 
meeting: Monday night that the com­ 
mittee should have full power in the 
m atter and that the telephone sub-1 
scribers would back up any decision 
th at it may reach. 
It will he the 
committee's duty to thoroughly in­ 
vestigate the situation and* it is the 
will of the public that the telephone j 
company be elven due consideration. 
if the committee finds that the com-i 
pa av is losing: money under the pres- 
cut rates and is entitled to more rev-! 
enue from their subscribers, it is the 
desire of the pubic that it should 
“have an increase. 
If the committee 
is unable to find where the company; 
is entitled to an increase it will advise 
the public not to pay it and some 
more drastic action will result. 
L. C. Griffins. president o f the S o y -1 
mour Mutual 
Telephone Company, 
arrived in the city this morning: from 
points in Kentucky where he had 
been on business. 
When informed 
that a committee had been appointed; 
to meet bim and bis directors he 
M ated t h a t a conference for Wed- ‘ 
nesday morning: a t 9 o'clock would ( 
be satisfactory. 
However, when in-! 
formed by iMr. Young:, chairman of i 
the committee that the meeting: would 
be arranged, Mr. Griffins stated that 
he and the directors would refuse to 
meet if Mr. Ross wms held on the 
citizens committee. 
Mayor B urkart, who appointed the 
citizens7 committee to meet with the 
telephone company after conferring: 
with the men he appointed, announc­ 
ed that there would be no change in 
its personnel and it will be up to the 
telephone 
company 
to meet 
with 
them providing 
they 
desire 
to be 
heard by the persons designated to 
represent the public. 
The city council chamber wms filled 
to full capacity and many took sta n d ­ 
ing: room in the hallway at the m ass 
meeting: M onday night. The situation 
was discussed from several angles a t 
the meeting and it appeared to be the 
unanimous opinion* of those present 
that the company is increasing its 
rates without cause. 
However the 
majority of citizens agreed that if the 
telephone company could show th at 
it is not making a reasonable profit 
and were actually operating the local 
plant a t a loss, it should be allowed 
to increase the rates so that it would 
net a , reasonable revenue from the 
investment. 
One of the main features that the 
public in general is opposed to 0 the 
method which the company officials 
have adopted to get the increase.

i* pointed out that they gave notice 
through the public press two days in 
ud\ inee that 
the 
rates 
would be 
higher.

The increased telephone cates in 
Seymour and Brownstown became e f­ 
fective today, according to a sta te ­ 
ment by representatives of the Sey­ 
mour Mutual Telephone Company. 
Notices apprising the subscribers of 
the higher schedule beginning July I 
were ready to be mailed, but 
the 
company decided to withhold them 
until after the meeting with the citi­ 
zens’ 
committee 
scheduled 
at 
9 
o'clock tomorrow morning. 
L. C. Griffi&ts, president of the 
company, stated that the rates now 
effective are as follows: 
CITY SERVICE— Main line busi­ 
ness, $3; increased from $2.25; two 
party business line, $2.50, increased 
from $2; main line residence, $1.75, 
increased from $1.25; two party resi­ 
dence line, $1.50 (none in use nowr) ; 
tour party residence, $1.25 increased 
from $1*. e x te n sio n s fifty cents a 
month, price unchanged. 
COT NTH Y—P a rty line 
business, 
$3; p atly line residence, $1.50; farm 
lines 
operated 
but not owued 
by 
company, 75 cents. 
COUNTY TOLL RATES— Radius 
of ten miles free in county; ten to 
fifteen miles, five c e n ts : fifteen miles 
to county line, ten cent-. 
Mr. Griffins said that these rates 
were temporary and would stand only 
until the Ind una public scrive com­ 
mission or some other body with a u ­ 
thority to act woud look into the sit­ 
uation and fix a permanent schedule. 
The following statement was is­ 
sued by the company: 
“I. The telephone company agrees 
with 
its subscribers that the 
new 
proposed rates effective Juy I are 
only temporary. 
‘‘2. The telephone company agrees 
to request the commission to hear 
their case at the earliest possible 
time. 
“3. The telephone company agrees 
to refund to subscribers all rentals 
collected over and above the rates 
finally allowed by the commission 
with the understanding that if the 
commission allows higher rates than 
those 
now effective 
the 
telephone 
company will stand the loss.” 
The Brownstown rates are: 
CITY—Main line business$2.75 per 
month; two p arty line business $2.25 
per month; main line residence $1.65 
per mouth; two party line residence 
$1.40 per month; four party line resi­ 
dence $1.25 per month; residence and 
business 
extensions 
50 cents 
per 
month. 
COUNTRY—P a rty line residence 
$1.50 per m onth; farm lines operated 
but not owned 75 cents per month. 
COUNTY TOLL RATES—Radius 
of ten miles, free in county; ten miles 
to fifteen miles 5 cents; fifteen miles 
to .county line IO cents. 
The county toll schedule is such as 
will afford free service betw^een Sey­ 
mour and Brownstown with charge 
of five cents to Vallonia and ten 
cents to Medora.

Mr. Griffitts stated this morning 
that if the m atter is discussed with 
a view to a compromise the company 
will be glad to more than its part. 
“However,” he added, “if this is a 
proposition to fight the company will 
make demands before the commis­ 
sion not only for higher rates, but for 
th former toll charge on all county 
calls. 
If we have to fight to keep in 
business, most certainly we will fight 
hard.”

JUDGE UPH O LDS RIGHT TO 
S E L L 2.75 PERCENT. BEER 


Understood That Attorney-General 
Will Base Ruling for The Nation 
on Decision. 


By United Press 
Baltimore, July I —Judge John C. 
Rose, of the. U. S. district court this 
afternoon, sustained the demurrer of 
the Standard Brewing Company of 
this city in the indictment of the F. 
S. government in the m anufacture of 
2.75 percent beer. 
The decision may mean continu­ 
ation of 2.75 percent, beer as A ttor­ 
ney-General Palm er stated it would 
rest on the Baltimore case. 
This de 
vision is on one-half of one percent 
beer, but it means virtually 2.75 per­ 
cent. beer as Judge JRose has put it 
up to the government to say what is 
ntoxicating and what is not. 


At a meeting of the directors of

ments. 
The directors of the association 
thought that the war tax might he 
evaded here inasmuch as the assem­ 
bly is to be given under the auspices 
of the local organization which is not 
a profit making association. 
A rul­ 
ing however, stated that the Redpath 
company is being paid for the pro­ 
gram and that as it is a profit m ak­ 
ing company the war tax would have 
to be charged. 
The campaign to sell tickets will 
be started within a few days. 
A 
committee of which O. If. Wiethoff is 
chairman, was appointed to super­ 
vise the sales campaign. 
The other 
members of the committee are W. L. 
Clark and C. D. Billings. 
As in the past the purchase of a 
season ticket will be economy for 
those who will attend the chautau­ 
qua. 
The program this year costs 
considerably more than have any of 
the others presented here and has 
been highly recommended. 
The band 
concerts by Krvl promise to be feat­ 
ure s of the week’s program. 
The Redpath bureau this year will 
look after the erection of the big tent 
a t the p ark and the local commit­ 
tees have nothing to do with the de­ 
tails. 
It is said that the tent pos­ 
sibly cannot be pitched on the hill 
side where it was located in former 
years and unless a suitable location 
is found the shelter house may be 
used.

Wets Declare Congress Does Not 


Have Authority to Define In­ 


toxicating Liquor.

will mean the hasty enactment of 
strict enforcement legislation, pro­ 
hibition 
leaders in congress 
today 
declared. 
The 
drys, headed by 
Chairman 
Volstead, of the judiciary commit­ 
tee, will press the enforcement bill 
next week, asking for a special rule 
so that it may be considered. 
“ The apparent confusion over en­ 
forcement of war time prohibition 
shows the need of more legislation,” 
Volstead said, “and with the large 
dry m ajority in congress I am sure 
this can be readily approved. 
W hat 
congress must do as speedily as pos­ 
sible is to define ‘intoxicating liquor' 
and prevent all this litigation th at 
may defeat the purpose of prohibi­ 
tion. 
Every state th at has prohibi­ 
tion laws has agreed upon the mini­ 
mum amount of alcohol that makes 
liquor intoxicating as one half of 
one percent.” 
Dry plans may be delayed, how­ 
ever, due to insistence of some p ro­ 
hibitionists in the judiciary commit­ 
tee on coupling war time enforce­ 
ment and constitutional enforcement 
legislation in the same measure. The 
drastic provisions of the constitu­ 
tional enforcement legislation in the 
same measure.

bate with many efforts for amend­ 
ment. 
“W ets” on the judiciary committee,

toxicating liquor.” 
They also ‘plan 
to insist on concurrent ratification 
of prohibition enforcement legisla­ 
tion by each state before it can be 
put into effect therein.

least twenty are in ruins. 
Forty are 
dead at Yicehio which was almost 
wiped out. 
Miralond also was razed 
and a large p art of the population 
buried under the ruins.

alties are believed to have occurred 
there but 
no 
accurate 
estimate is 
possible. 
Florence where the earth­ 
quake wras first felt was among the 
first city reporting casualties.

were down. The

where 1,000 persons are homeless.

POSITION 
Henry (’lews, financial writer, sums 
up German situation as a result of 
the war as follows: 
“A hasty survey of what has hap­ 
pend will show that Germany has 
completely lost her magnificent army 
and her splendid navy. 
Her won­ 
derful merchant marine and great 
foreign trade have both been swept 
into the laps of rivals whom she had 
always regarded with .jealousy and 
contempt, and even hoped to domi­ 
nate in future. Her colonies are gone 
to those who will undoubtedly gov­ 
ern them better, 
Her mineral re­ 
sources have been greatly curtailed. 
Her great world ambitions have per­ 
ished in a mist, and she has been 
shorn of many thousand square miles 
of territory, as well as millions of 
population who formerly aided in 
carrying out the will of Germany. 
She has been the sole cause for the 
downfall of two of her best friends, 
Austria -Hungary and Turkey: not to 
speak of the ruin of the Russian Em­ 
pire and a number of minor States. 
Put worse than all of these tragedies 
ss her own ruinous loss of prestige, 
the destruction ol which has left her 
the most distrusted nation in the 
world. Total disregard of the sacred 
pledge and of all the common hu­ 
manities has invoked the hatred of 
mankind throughout the world; a 
hatred multiplied many times over 
by that similar hate which early in 
the war she so suecessj'ully planted 
in the m.nds of her own people. 
No 
such tragic punishment as this ever 
befell any nation. 
Such is the ret­ 
ribution which Ge rmany ha< brought 
upon herself by the inordinate am 
bitions of Prussian militarists, who 


through blind worship of self and 
force deceived the trustful German 
people. 
What their future may be 
none can foretell; nor are there as 
yet any signs of repentance on which 
to build anew. 
For many years to 
come German progress will bo hand­ 
icapped by an intense foreign pre 
Judiee created bv her own nnscrupu* 
(ms and barbaric conduct. 
Under 
-itch 
circumstances 
reconstruction 
will he slow, and many Germans will 
doubtless >eek to retrieve their for­ 
tunes in happier lands.”

Within a year. lf plans of Akron 
promoters hold true, giant passenger 
dirigibles will leave their hangars at 
Akron, ()., hound for New York, Chi­ 
cago, Omaha. Canada, Florida# Texas 
and the Pacific const. 
And if these flights are successful 
and the monetary returns are suffi­ 
cient, work will start upon giant air­ 
ships, even larger than the Zeppelins, 
capable of crossing the Atlantic, and a 
regular passenger service will be es­ 
tablished between New York and Lon­ 
don.

rooms o f public eating {daces c a n ­ 
not be opened in. cellars or b ase­ 
ments without a permit from the de­ 
partm ent. 
This sam e rule applies to 
such rc -ta u ra n t- or dining rooms a l­ 
ready established and m ake- it com­ 
pulsory that these receive the -a u c ­ 
tion of the departm ent. 
It provides fu rth e r th a t the kitch­ 
ens of all re sta u ra n ts shall he well 
lighted, screened and ventilated and 
scrubbed, Di-he- and utscn-ils h u m 
be washed a t least once a day in hot 
w ater with -oap or alkaline solution. 
Garbage and w aste must be deposit­ 
ed in a tightly closed galvanized can, 
which must be emptied and cleaned 
at least once a day.
